forced his way over the Zelwianka, 
and is attacking in the vicinity of 
Skida, In the south, Field Marshal 
Von Mackensen, on both sides of the 
Pinsk railroad, is pressing eastward 
toward the town. These -movements 
have resulted in the capture of sev- 
eral thousand Russians. 


The final objective of the Cen- 
tral Powers in this campaign is still 
a matter of conjecture, but General 
Ruzsky, commander of the north- 
ern Russian army, declares positive- 
ly that there is no danger that Pet- 
rograd will fall this year before the 
guns of 'the invaders. 


On the other fronts, there is little 
to report.

ease for $75,000, and in the time he 
operated -the hotel, less than 
two 


years, made enough to pay for the 
purchase price, or Something like 
MO,000 a year and all running ex- 
penses.

he deal Thursday was clear profit, 
Mr. Morton declared. 


Of the twelve hotels now owned 


»y Mr. Warden, five are located in 
Iowa, and the Wahkonsa makes the 
sixth. 
His hotels in Iowa are the 


Chamberlain and Kirkwood in Des 
Moines, Lafayette and Clinton House 
in Clinton and a new hotel being 
:onstructed in Ottumwa. 
Other ho- 


tels owned by the new Wahkonsa 
man are the Norval House and Lima 
House in Lima, Ohio, The Alabama 
In Anniston, Alabama, The Williard 
in Louisville, Kentucky, Arcade and 
Tecumseh in Springfield, Ohio and 
The Warden at Newark, Ohio. 


Mr. Warden has been in the ho- 


tel business since 1887 and is said 
to be worth several million dollars. 
He said Thursday that he would re- 
main in Fort Dodge for a while to 
look after the Wahkonsa personally. 
He makes his headquarters in Des 
Moines. 
He said that he 
would 


make no changes in the management 
of the Wahkonsa, at least for the 
present. 


The Wahkonsa was 
built 
five 


years ago by a corporation composed 
of local stockholders at a cost of 
more than $200,000. At the time it 
was built It was the largest fire- 
proof hotel in the state. Since then, 
however, three hotels, Blackhawk at 
Davenport, Martin at Sioux City and 
Russel Lamson at Waterloo 
have 


been erected, which are as large, if 
not larger than the Wakhonsa and 
as complete.

tains 175 rooms.

Farland appeared nervous 
when he 


entered the ring and 
was not as 


finely conditioned as his opponent. 
The St. Paul phantom immediately 
took the aggressive and showed that 
he intended to make a fight of it, in- 
stead of a sparring exhibition. 


There was power behind almost ev- 


ery blow that he landed and he found 
little difficulty in beating the stock- 
yards boxer to the punch. For the 
first four rounds Gibbons was always 
in the lead, playing alternately for 
the head and body.

unassuming 
in 
personal 
manners 


than an> go\ernor in recent years. 


During his three years of resi- 


dence in Columbus, he was seldom 
seen riding in an automobile. 
He 


preferred to patronize 
the 
street 


car lines or to walk. Many citizens 
among the lower classes hailed him 
as "Fncle Andy " He roomed with 
his private secretary, 
Samuel 
J. 


Flickimger, at a quiet hotel, and 
steadfastly refused to participate ac- 
tively m social life of the capital. 
Mrs. 
Harris stayed at their country 


home near Eaton. 


He was elected lieutenant govern- 


or on the Republican ticket in 1903, 
when John M. Pattison, Democratic 
candidate, defeated Myron T. Her- 
rick, Republican, for the governor's 
office. 
In June, 1906, a few months 


after taking office, Mr. 
Pattison 


died, and Mr. Harris succeeded to 
the chief executive's chair, which he 
held nearly three years, owing to 
the change of inauguration from ev- 
en to odd years, at that time and 
the automatic extension of his term. 
He was the first governor to draw 
the increased salary of $10,000 a 
year. 
Most Republican office-hold- 


ers who had been appointed dur- 
ing Governor Herrick's term, con- 
tinned in power throughout Gov- 
ernor Harris' period, much to the 
chagrin of the Democrats, who had 
succeeded in electing a Democratic 
governor. 


Mr. Harris received the Repub- 


lican gubernatorial nomination 
in 


1908, but was defeated by Judson 
Harmon. 
Sinco then he has lived 


on his farm near Eaton, o rat his 
home in that town. 


He was an ardent advocate of the 


anti-saloon movement, and was in- 
fluential in the passage of the Aiken 
saloon tax law, nearly twenty years 
ago 


When Governor Willis 
learned, 


early today, of

Harris' 


death, ho ordered the capitol flags

mast and issued a 


statement deploring tho death of "as 
valuable a citizen as Andrew Hwr- 
rls."
